Kingston, Jamaica, November 1!6.— 


Time as viewed through the lens gf pol- 
itical change, has ever moved siowly in 
tropical America. Popular uprisings, rev- 
olutions, indeed, have not been lacking. 
But when these have subsided, the hori- 
zons of the various republics have te- 
mained flecked with the same clouds pre- 
'Saging coming disaster, the same patches 
of light giving promise of future pros- 
perity to those sorely distressed and un- 
But today the most 
observant natives of the tropics have de- 
clared that a turning point Was been 
reached in their history, that the Occur- 
rences of a single night have become at 
once the Waterloo pf the old order of 
things and the beacon to a new era that 
will ultimately transform the face of a 
hitherto immobile continent.

TIMBER SUPPLY VERY SHORT. 


Wilmington Dealers Accotint for the 
Falling Off. 

Wilmington, N. C., December 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A: prominent timber man said to-' 
day that timber has been scarver .in 
Wilmington this fall than he has seen 
it in thirty years. This is the season 
which the receipts should be heaviest. 
The great falling off is due mainly to 
the low water in the water course, which 
have shown the effects of a very dry 
fall. Another cause of the trouble 
is the scarcity of labor.- All the hands 
who are engaged In the forests find it 
more profitable to cut cross ties than 
timber.: They can make more out of it. 
For the same reason fire wood is scarce. 

The big lumber milis located here have 
only a limited supply of timber in their 
“pens’ on the river. The outlook for 
them is very gieomy. Naturally the 
prices have advanced sharply, on account 
of the. prevailing condition. Timber is 
now bringing on the market from $1.50 
to $2 per thousand more than it sold at 
last year this time. Of course, the sawed 
product hag made a corresponding ad- 
vance in orice. Lumber today is sailing 
at a high figure and the outlook is for a 
stil further- upward movement. 

While there has been a falling off in 
timber receipts there has ‘been an ap- 
preciable increase fn the receipts of cot- 
ton at this port. During Novmber 79,226 
bales were received and 76,353 baies ex- 
ported from this port. The same month 
last year the receipts were 51,024 bales 
and the exports 61,682. From September 
i} to December | the total receipts have 
been 239,016 bales and exports 221,994 
bags.

The government, sald the chan- 
cellor, would propose retaining the pres- 
ent army footing to Aprit 25, 1905, but it 
desired to increase the salary list because 
of the growing cost of living. The govern- 
ment further peposed 40° continue the 
development of social legislation in the 


ernment also intended prolanging the 
present “most favored relations with 
Great Britain.” 

In congratulating the members of the 
reichstag on the ver friendly relations 
of Germany with all countries, the chan- 
céllor said the imperial government had

He referred to Emperor William’ with 
the great continental rulers and to the 
interehange of views connected therewith, 
which “had strengthened anew their de- 
sire and hope that peace, the greatest 
boon of the nations, shal] continue to be 
guarded from dangerous disturbances.”’

The socialists, to the aston- 
lishment of the other parties, nominated 
Herr Singer for first vice president and 
also nominated candidates for other of- 
fices.

Professor Basset’'s Case Dis- 
cussed at Raleigh, 


Action of the Board of Trustees Is 
Praised by Some, While Others 
Think the Professor’s Res- 
ignation Should Have 
Been Accepted. 


Raleigh, N. C., December 3.—(Special.) 
The refusal of the trustees of Trinity 
college to accept the resignation of Dr. 
John Spencer Bassett, of the chair of 
history, on account of the letter in lauda- 
tion of Booker Washington and his gen- 
eral views on the negro question, is the 
talk of the entire state. The Methodist 
church. which owns Trinity college, is 
split on this question, and some influential 
clerical and jay members say the church 
and the college are being injured by the 
whole affair. Feeling runs high on both 
sides, and is an intesification of that 
which has existed for several years I¢- 
garding Trinity and its management, Part 
of the Methodists support President Kil- 
go, While others attack him, and this 
Givision extends all through the church. 
One influential layman, in paying Nis 
assessment to the church, declared that 
not a cent of it must go to Trinity col- 
lege until Bassett had been removed. 

It was nearly 3 o'clock thig morning he- 
fore the trustees of ‘Trinity college ad- 
journed. From those returning here it 1s 
learned that twenty-five out of the thirty- 
six members of the board were present 
and voted, two failing to arrive in timo, 
owing to a belated train. Eighteen trus- 
tees, every one from the we § ern Metho- 
Gist conference, voted against accepting 
Professor Bassett's resignation, while all 
who voted for acceptance are 
conference.

Each 
man in the regiment, !,000 in all, con- 
tributed a dollar toward its purcnase. 
During the civil war it was on special 
occasions used by Colonel Stokes, who 
was in command of one of the finest 
North Carolina regiments. The workman- 
ship is fine, and the hilt is studded with 
jewels, while the blade is almost entirely 
covered with inscriptions. It is the Only 
relic of Colonel Stokes, and comes from 
'his daughter, Mrs. C. N. Hunt, of North 
Wilkesboro. 

Streams in the western part of the state 
are unusually low, and up in Alleghany 
county, owing to the remarkable cold and 
this lowness of the water, the creeks are 
frozen, for the first time in the month of 
November.

As yet this case has not gone be- 
fore the courts.

He is one of the best known 
newspaper men in the state. 

Farmers Happy Over the Rice. 

The farmers are delighted at the fact 
of 12 cents cotton and say they have 
predicted :t for weeks. The mill men 
are by no means pleased at the higa 
prices which are very embarrassing. 

Roscoe Mitchell, who at one time ed- 
ited a republican paper in the eastern 
part of this state, and who created some- 
thing of a sensation by coming out for 
a man for the presidency other than Mr. 
Roosevelt, is here on his way to Roanoke, 
Va., where a republican gaily is to be 
established in a few days, of which he 
is to be manager. The rapublicans claim 
that they will have a paper here early 
next year.

Great interest has been aroused over 
the announcement that anthrax, which 
has proven such a scourge in stock rais- 
ing countries across the Atlantic, has 
made its appearance here, and people 
who own stOck are naturally anxious to 
learn the result of the pathologists’s in- 
vestigations. 

Drs. H. G. and; W. E. Carnes, veteri- 


narians, of Atlanta, say that anthrax is 
caused by a germ called bacili anthracis 


; that inhabits the plood of sheep, cattle 


and horses. The symptoms are acute 
sweelfngs on different parts of the body, 
particularly the quarters. These swell- 
ings consist of tarry black effusions, At 
first the swellings are sensitive and fever- 
ish and on opening emit a fetid odor, 
which is caused by decomposition or 
pyema. A cow or horse may be per- 
fectly healthy at night and in the morn- 
ing be found dead. The disease is conta- 
gious, sheep, cattle, horses.and even hu- 
mans being subject. A man can contract 
the disease by the handling of cotton or 
wool while dressing the wounds on the 
animals. The following treatment Is rec- 
ommended: Burn up the carcases of the 
dead animals; disinfect the premises 
where the animals have been: quaran- 
tine the healthy animals and isolate the 
sick ones,

lar agitation was highest, the Japanese 
government has been actuated by but one 
purpose, the preservation by honorable 
means of peace and order In the Far 
East.

Nobody can 
rightly impugn the motives of the sen- 
ators who thought it would be better 
to hold the investigation in this way 
rather than with open doors, for their 
theory was that by so doing they 
would prevent the distortion of irrel- 
evant testimony at the hands of an 
unfriendly press. 
ever, have shown that there is more 
danger of the present kind of investi- 
gation resulting in misrepresentations 
which may reflect upon General Wood 
than there would have been in an 
open hearing. 

The reports of proceedings held be- 
hind closed doors are naturally unre- 
liable. They are most likely to come 
from a prejudiced source. Senators 
and witnesses unfriendly to General 
Wood seem, if we read the reports of 
this hearing aright, to have been espe- 
cially active in getting to the press 
anything and everything that can pos- 
sibly reflect upon the soldier whose 
honor is at stake. This is the sort of 
matter many newspapers are particu- 
larly anxious to print, and they are 
printing it in a way calculated to 
prejudice American sentiment against 
General Wood. 

The danger is that if the committee, 
when it has all of the facts before it, 
holds General Wood is blameless, the 
cry will be raised that the investiga- 
tion was a star-chamber “whitewash.” 

What the real friends of General 
Wood want, and what General Wood 
himself desires, is a full and complete 
investigation into every possible 
charge that can be brought against 
uim. Such an investigation will, we 
feel sure, show there is nothing in his 
career to call for condemnation, either 
at the hands of his superiors or at the 
hands of the American people and 
that all these charges have their foun- 
dation in malice. 

It {s to be hoped it is not too late to 
so shape the investigation that the 
public will have access to the testi- 
mony as it is given, not as it is fil- 
tered through unfriendly channels.

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Reyes Is Too Late. 

The mysterious talk of General 
Rafael Reyes about Colombia making 
some sort of an offer to give the 
United States the Panama canal strip 
free gratis for nothing, as the saying 
goes, is, of course, nothing more nor 
less than a coy South American bluff, 

General Reyes seems to be a very 
estimable gentleman in himself, but he 
represents a lost cause. The progress 
of events has absolutely eliminated 
his country from the isthmian canal 
equation. If General Reyes has the in- 
fluence in Colombian affairs he is rep- 
resented as having, the time for him 
to exert it was when the bandits at 
Bogota were concocting the pretty lit- 
tle scheme by which they hoped to 
hold up the United States on the one 
hand, and the Panama Canal] Company 
on the other, for millions with which 
to line their precious pockets. If 
there is any real patriotic good sense 
in Colombia, it failed to assert itself at 
atime which proved acrisis inthe af- 
iairs of the republic. 

The offer of the United States to 
Colombia was the most liberal possi- 
ble. Its acceptance meant to that 
country not only a financial considera- 
tion which would practicaily pay off 
its external debt, but, what was of 
vastly greater importance, it meant 
the preservation to that country of its 
most valuable asset—the isthmus. 
The Bogota politicians well knew the 
sentiments of the people of Panama. 
These had been made to bear the na- 
tional burdens for years without re- 
ceiving even decent treatment in re- 
turn, and even an isthmian worm will 
turn. . 

General Reyes appears upon the 
scene of action too late to accomplish 
anything. The republic of Panama 
has been recognized by the United 
States, France and Germany and its 
general recognition is a question of 
but a short time; its independence is 
specifically guaranteed by the United 
States; it has taken its place among 
the independent nations of the earth. 
To this new government and to it 
alone belongs the say-so with regard 
to the precious canal strip. 

If General Reyes is foolish enough 
to attempt to officially broach his free 
canal bluff,he will doubtless very 
promptly be made to see that from the 
view point of the United States, he has 
no standing incourt. If heis wise, he 
will bend his energies toward induw- 
ing Panama to assume some portion 
of the Colombian debt, for this is all 
Colombia can possibly hope to get out 
of the present situation.

TOOK HIS SALARY 


This After He Had Paid Prin- 
cipal of His 
Debt. 


Damages are asked of two loan com- 
panies in as many suits filed to the city 
court yesterday, the plaintiffs alleging 
that they have been caused loss and 
trouble by the methods of the institutions 
sued. x: 

In the first of these cases J. D. Oaks 
asserts that after he had paid more than 
enough to cover principal and legal in- 
terest on a loan from the American Dis- 
count: Company garnishment proceedings 
were instituted against him and _ his 
wages for one month taken from him, 
leaving him nothing with which to pro- 
vide necessities for his invalid wife and 
four children. At the time this was done, 
he alleges, one of his children was very 
ill of scarlet fever. 

The plaintiff named in this suit ts 
Thomas W. Jackson, who is alleged to 
own the business of the American Dis- 
count Company. The plaintiff, Oaks, 
sets out that some months ago he went 
to the office of this concern and asked 
for a loan of $10. An “investigation 
fee’ of 50 cents, he declares, wag de- 
manded of him before he should be told 
whether the loan would be made or not. 
In a day or two, he says, he was in- 
fermed that the loan could not be made. 

Later,. however, he secured $9.50, he 
Says, and signed some papers, and for 
the use of this amount, principal and in- 
terest, he says, he paid back $12.46, 
which would be the principal, 65 cents 
legal interest and $2.80 usury. 

But subsequent to this payment, he 
alleges, the concern from which he bor- 
rowed the money instituted the garnish- 
ment proceedings and his salary was tied 
up so that he could not get it for a 
month. During this month, he declares, 
he was forced to live on charity for the 
most part, as his wages as a lineman 
for the Postal Telegraph Company were 
barely enough to keep his family prv- 
vided with necessities when he got the 
money promptly. 

He asks for $6,900 damages and is rep- 
resented by J. E. and J. F. McClelland, 

The other suit was filed by George K. 

Churchill, who alleges that he lost his 
job as a fireman on the Southern railroad 
by reason of an attempt to enforce an 
alleged assignment of wages after he has 
paid a great deal more than the prin- 
cipal and legal interest. 
' He borrowed, he says, $22.50 on July 
22 last and between that day and Octo- 
ber 23 he paid to the Southern Discount 
Company, the concern from which he 
borrowed the money, the sum of $32.60. 
But after this, he alleges, the loan con- 
cern filed with the railroad a claim for 
his wages, the claim being based on an 
alleged assignment of them. In conse- 
quence of this, he asserts, he lost his job 
and though he has sought another since 
then wh great diligence, has been un- 
able to find work at all. 

He charges that this concern, which 
he alleges to be controlled by <A. B. 
Gresham, employs a sort of blackmail 
to force usurious interest from the Sal- 
aried people who patronize it. 

He asks $5,000 damages and is repre- 
sented by 8S. C. Tapp. 


Sues for Loss of Eye. 

For the loss of an eye Kyle Austin in 
a suit tiled yesterday against the Sea- 
board Afr Line railroad asks $5,000 dam- 
ages. , 

Kyle says that he was employed by 
the railroad as a “grease wiper,” but 
that on September 22 he was put to work 
as a blacksmith and directed to weld 
two bars of iron together. The hot 
pieces of iron were held by fellow work- 
men, “agents of the company,” it is al- 
leged, and when he lifted the  black- 
smith’s hammer to strike the hot iron 
the pieces were moved py those holding 
them, he declares, and the hammer 
Struck the bare anvil, rebounding with 
great force and striking him in the eye. 

The suit was filed by R. B. Blackburn.

Gome Remarks on Prof. Wood . 
Y attention has been recently called 
M to “The South in American Let- 
ters,” by George Pdward Wood- 
berry, professor of comparative litera- 
ture, Columbia University, published in | 
tober’s Harper's Magazine. 
“a article or thesis embraces nearly 
seven pages, and: it is, therefore, imprac- 
ticable to notice much of its unjust crit- 
icism and inviduous comparison between 
literature in the south and that of New 
England or northern origin. If Pro- 
fessor Woodberry had been disposed to 
be large-mindedly fair, and to account 
for a greater quantity of literary matu- 
rity in that part of the country to which 
he is so manifestly partial as agdinst the 
south, to which he so much begrudges 
praise and impartiality, he might have 
noted with historical accuracy that the 
Anglo-Saxon settlements in the south 
commenced at a much later period than 
they did in New England and the middle 
Atlantic states. This is true, despite the 
earlier occupancy of Jamestown, which 
had its varied reverses of fortune before 
it became practically the intiative for pi- 
oneering and discovery and for extending 
settlements westward toward the Ohio 
river, and in the great southwest. 
These, today, in integrity of foothold, 
in their Anglo-Saxon institutions, out of 
which literature, or its kind of excel- 
lence or achievement could be evolved, 


are not much more than a century Old, 
while New England goes back to 1620 and 


1630, and which the beginnings of the 
middie Atlantic states are not far be- 
hind. 

The south for years had to struggle 
with the nomadic and warlike Indian | 
tribes and the negroes, whether slaves 
or freedmen, have been a large, and in 
some states, a preponderating portion of 
its population. Deducing the literary su- 
periority in the south, in the sense and 
comprehension of law, politics, song, po- 
étry and prose from its Anglo-Saxon pa- 
rentage, its non-age by comparison with 
New England, and taking into account 
the ravages and dévaStations it suffered, 
and the disruption of its progress and 
prosperity both by the war of the revo- 
lution and the war of secession, it can 
be safely affirmed that the south, in al] 
the essentials of history and letters, has 
excelled more in proportion to its white 
populations than New England and the 
middle Atlantic states, with their ex- 
cessive numbers of ~Caucasian people 
and voting citizenship. 

Mr. T. K. Oglesby’s book, “Some Truths 
of History, or the South Vindicated,”’ 
establishes so completely the great credit 
that belongs to the south, its exculpa- 


aspersed it, or tried to usurp its credit, 
in its many realms of achievement, that 
it would be an act of supererogation for 
me to more than mention the eare with 
Which this work has been written, and 
which Professor Woodberry should him- 
self read before he again eSsays to im- 
peril his own reputation with a sequel 
to his “South in American Letters.’ 
Professor ‘Woodberry speaks as follows: 
“A few books of humor, long ago ex- 
tinct, may be excepted.” 

Does he mean that “Georgia Scenes,” 
by Judge Longstreet, and “The Flush 
Timés of Alabama,” by Judge Baldwin 
“are long since extinct?’

Professor Woodberry’s statement will do 
to go along side of the Encyclopedia 
Britanica’s statement that, “Since the 
revolutionary days, the few thinkers of 
America, born south of the Mason and 
Dixon line, are outnumbered by those 
belonging to the single state of Mass4- 
chusetts,"’ and that mainly by their con- ' 
nection with the north, the Carolinas 
have been saved from sinking to the level 
of Mexico and the Antilles.” 

These passages, one American and the 
other English, suggest either a study in 
criminology or else indicate a state of 
temporary mental atrophy, at the time : 
they were written, in the two sources 
from which they sprung. They are 80 
willfully and maliciously inaccurate that 
there is no other reasonable hypothesis 
to account for them. 

Such, indeed, is the one whose lates 
expressions are those of a prominent im: 
personation of the snow-blind culture and 
criticism of the hyperborean east, in look- 
ing southward, but never seeing anything 
illustrious in the anthology of soutiiern 
prose, song @r poetry—though one is the 
national anthem itself of the “Land of 
the Free and the Home of the ve,” 
and the other is consecrated and immot- 
talized by its adoption as the national 
epic, “On Fame’s' Eternal Camping 
Ground Where the Silent Tents are 
Spread,’ of those who fell and died in 
battling for the union, during we four 
years of war between the states.

Totals Were Completed Yes- 
terday by the Comptroller 
General,

The total value of all the property on 
the digests of Georgla was figured out 
yesterday by Captain “Tip” Harrisen, of 
the comptroller general's office, The fig- 
ures were not completed until yesterday 
at noon, 

These figures show that the total value 
of all property on. the digests from all 
the counties this years is $432,993,873, 
as against $410,417,180 for 1902, show- 
ing an increase of $22,576,693 for 1903. 
These returns do not include the value 
of railroads and corporation property, 
which are made to the comptroller gen- 
eral direct. The total corporation re- 
turns for this year are $73,144,48!. as 
against $56,893,466 for 1962. The in- 
crease for 1903, as is well known, is due 
principally to the franchise tax returns, 
made this year for the first time, being 
$13,799,319. 

Among the interesting figures on Cap- 
tain Harrison's consolidated digests may 
be taken the polls which seow a decrease 
this year over 1902 of about 5.600. The 
polls for 1902 were 352,542, whilc those 
for 1903 are 246,898. There has been 
an increase of nearly 1,000 professional 
men. In #902 the returns showed 49,- 
410 professional men in Georgia who paid 
their special tax, while this year the 
number is 50,240. Manufactures show a 
gratifying increase, the returns for 1902 
being $23,494,371, whTe in 1903 fhey are 
$26,110,419. Citw property also shows 
a healthy increase this year, being from 
$122,672,195 in 1902 to $129,093,548 in 
1903.

Comptroller General Warns 
People Against Insurance 
Company, 


A life insurance cOmpany known 48 
the Old Wayne, of Indianapolis, Ind., has 
been getting in its work in Georgia with- 
out legal authority, according to the 
statement of Comptroller Wright, and 
many people, particularly those living in 
country districts, have suffered as a re- 
sult of it. 

This company has not complied with 
the laws of Georgia and has no right to 
do business in the state. Nevertheless it 
is issuing policies in Georgia and is dodg- 
ing the law by having no respensible 
agents and doing business principally on 
powers of attorney. For this reason 
there appears to be no legal way of get- 
ling at the company. 

“T received many inquiries recently 
about the Old Wayne Life Insurance 
Company,"’ said Comptroller General W. 
A. Wright vesterday, “and I want to 
put the people of the state on notice that 
this company is a fraud of the first water. 
It has not complicd with the laws of the 
state in any respect, and has no right to 
do business in Georgia. There is. how- 
ever, no way of getting at it because of 
the methods it adopts. [ts operations 
are carried on principally among the coun- 
try people who have no opportunity of 
posting themselves as to the merits of 
an insurance company, and as a result 
IT have 
never known of this company’s paying 
more than 30 to 4Q per cent of a claim. 
It scales down as much as it can and 
pays just what it pleases. It is not re- 
sponsible to the state ané there is no way 
to force it to do otherWise.”’
